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Single Radio Ware: I 
Carries Image and Sound 


Achievement, Which Eliminates One Wire If Phone 
System Is Used, Spells New Chapter in 
Progress of Television.

New York, April 19 (By ‘A. P.).— 
Transmission of sound and image on a 
single wave length, a new chapter in 
the history of television, was announced 
today by the Bell telephone labora- 
tories. 

In experiments, images were trans- 
mitted, simultaneously with speech, 
from station 3XN, at Whippany, N. J., 
to New York. The experiment was 
pronounced a success by Dr. Herbert 
E. Ives and E. L. Nelson, who directed 
it. 

The first public demonstration of 
television was made April 7, when 
speech and images were brought by 
wire from Washington and by radio 
from Whippany to’ New York. The 
speech and images from Washington 
were carried on separate wires. Those 
from Whippany were brought on sep- 
arate wave lengths. 

Today, both speech and image were 
carried on single wave lengths, by radio. 
It was said that transmission over a 
single wire also is feasible. 


Transmission was by a single radio 
set of a band of frequencies equal to 
that of several telephone conversations, 
without distortion or cross-modulation 
of the various frequencies within the 
band. A band of 20,000 cycles was used 
for forming the images and one of 
5,000 cycles for speech. Both bands 
were carried on a wave length of 191 


meters, the same wave length used in 


the demonstration April 7. Two re- 
ceiving sets, one equipped with a triple 
detection and special filtering arrange- 
ments, received the impulses without 
distortion. 

In the demonstration April 7, be- 
sides the separate wave lengths for 
speech and image, a third wave length 
was used to synchronize the apparatus 
transmitting and receiving the images. 
Such a synchronizing wave length was 
used in the last experiment. 

It was said that transmission by 
single wave length simplified trans- 
mission. In the case of transmission 
by wire elimination of an extra wire 
would considerably reduce the cost.

WOMAN IS MISS MACKAYE 


Hollywood, Calif., April 19 (By. A. P.). 
Paul Kelly, stage and film actor, held 
for investigation following the death 
this morning of Ray Raymond, musi- 
cal comedy actor, today told newspa- 
per reporters that he and Raymond 
had engaged in a fist fight after Kelly 
had admitted that he was in love with 
Raymond’s wife, Dorothy Mackaye, 
film actress. 

Raymond returned to his home last 
Friday from a tour with the musical 
comedy company of “Castles in the 
Air.” 

Miss Mackaye was reported in a state 
of nervous. collapse and. under the 
care of a physician. 

Kelly denied that he had adminis- 
tered.a brutal beating which police be- 
lieve caused the death of Raymond. 
He said he had “merely punched him 
several times” but that he had not 
kicked the actor, and “was very much 
surprised that he died.” The fist fight, 
Kelly said, was witnessed only by Ray- 
mond’s 4-year-old son and Miss 
Mackaye’s negro maid. 

Chief of Detectives Herman Cline 
said Raymond's body was covered with 
bruises and that he had been informed 
Raymond had been severely beaten 
while lying unconscious on the floor 
during the fight. 

Questioned by the police, Kelly ad- 
r-itted that Raymond was a smaller 
man than he and that Raymond told 
him he was tired out and did not want 
to fight. 

“I told him that he wasn’t tired but 
just yellow clear through and that he 
was taking that means of avoiding 
the thrashing I intended giving him,”

RIVAL CANTON FAGTIONS 
UPEN ACTUAL WARFARE 


Gen. Chiang Is Dismissed by 
Hankow; Tang Ordered 
to Attack Him. 


FIGHTING IN CANTON CITY 


Shanghai, April 19 (By A. P.).— 
Actual warfare between the contending 
factions in the nationalist (Cantonese) 
ranks has started. Almost simul- 
faneously with Gen. Chiang’s an- 
nouncement of the principles on which 
he is establishing his government at 
Nanking, the Hankow government, de- 
scribed as the radical section of the 
Kuomintang ( Cantonese political 
party) today issued a mandate dismiss- 
ing Chiang Kai-Shek as commander- 
in-chief. 

Gen. Feng Yu-Hsiang, the “Christian 
general,” and leader of the Kuomin- 
chun, or national people’s party in 
northern China, Was appointed as 
Chiang’s successor: Gen. Tang Seng- 
Chi, military governor of Honan, was 
named as associate generalissimo, and 
received orders to move his troops im- 
mediately toward Nanking to attack 
Chiang. 

The severance of all relations with 
Nanking and Shanghai also was an- 
nounced by the Hankow government. 

With these definite acts of belliger- 
ency between the warring sections of 
the Cantonese, Gen. Chiang has made 
his position clear. From Nanking comes 
the information that the new govern- 
ment had its inception there at a great 
mass meeting, at which many notables 
spoke. Chiang himself declared that 
he was not establishing a new govern- 
ment, but merely removing the nation- 
alist headquarters from Hankow to 
Nanking, purging the Kuomintang of 
communists and seeking to bring about 
the return to the fundamental prin- 
ciples of the late Sun Yat-Sen.

Court Continued Past Usual

New York, April 19 (By A. P.).—At

for the murder of Albert Snyder only 
one juror had been selected. Since the 
trial opened Monday more than four 
score prospective jurors have been ex- 
amined. 

Of 37 prospective jurors examined to- 
day, only one, William E. Young, press 
agent for a Broadway hotel, proved 
satisfactory to the district attorney and 
attorneys for the defendants. Young 
automatically became foreman. 

He was first announced as acceptable 
by the State, then by counsel for Henry 
Judd Gray and last, after long con- 
ference, by Mrs. Ruth Snyder's lawyer. 

Young is of middle age and of stolid 
expression. He answered all questions 
in a voice scarcely audible. Both Gray 
and Mrs. Snyder watched him closely. 
When. his acceptance was announced, 
Gray made no sign, but the woman 
smiled faintly. 


Long Jury Search Seen. 


On the first day of the trial 50 men 
of the panel filed in and out of the 
jury box without one being permit- 
ted to remain . Today, in an effort to 
add another juror to the foreman, 
Justice Townsend Scudder continued 
the court session long past the usual 
hour for adjournment, but in vain. 

That the search for a jury will be 
a long one was indicated by the abil- 
ity of attorneys for the defendants to 
practice economy. with thei- peremptory 
Eighty-seven men have 
been called to the bar in two days and 
only fifteen defense challenges have 
been used, nine by Mrs. Snyder and six 
by Gray. The district attorney has 
challenged four peremptorily. 

Acquaintances of Counsel Excused. 


They even were told to stand aside 
today “for cause” when they told the 
court they had conscientious scruples 
against inflicting of the death penalty.

NO VIOLENCE MARKS 
ARE FOUND ON BODY 


Burial Will Be Tomorrow in 
Arlington Cemetery With 
Military Honors. 


Capt. Frederick Kopper, jr., whose 
body was found in the water at Great 
Palls, Md., yesterday afternoon, came to 
his death by drowning, an autopsy last 
night revealed. 

The physicians who performed the 
autopsy started to make the verdict 
read “drowning by suicide.” But when 
friends of Kopper insisted that he could 
not have committed suicide, the physi- 
cians made the certificate read “drown- 
ing by accident.” After the word “accl» 
dent,” they placed a question mark. 

The physicians explained that the 
reason they placed a quéstion mark 
after “accident” was that they. were 
not sure about the “accident.” The 
only thing they were sure about, they 
said, was that Kopper was alive when 
he struck the water. 


Insignificant Bruises Found. 


The physicians examined every part 
of Kopper’s body and found no marks 
of violence. A few bruises were found, 
but there were regarded as not sig- 
nificant. . 

The autopsy was performed in 
Pumphrey’s undertaking establishment 
in Rockville, Md., and the physicians 
were Dr. Benjamin Perry, acting coro- 
ner of Montgomery county; Dr. W. R. 
Pumphrey, jr.. and Dr. George E. 
Lewis. 

The decision to abandon a suicide 
verdict was reached after Capt. Walter 
Bruce Howe, attorney for the Kopper 
family, had recited the history of the 
case, and after William F. Franklin 
and other friends of Kopper had told 
what they knew about him. They all 
said that there was no possible mo- 
tive for Kopper’s having taken his life. 


Connoisseur in Revolvers. 


If he had wanted to commit suicide, 
they said, the chances were that he 
would have.shot himself. He was a 
connoisseur in revolvers and had a 
large collection of such weapons at 
his home. 

It was the consensus of opinion 
among Kopper’s friends that he fell 
into the water when he went to wash 
his face and hands. 

Capt. Kopper will be buried in 
Arlington National cemetery with full 
military honors tomorrow morning. A 
band and a firing squad from the 
Costello post of the American Legion 
will participate in the services.

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LEVEES BREAK; 75 TOWNS 
IN PATH OF NEW FLOODS 


Yellow Waters Rush Down 
Area 100 Miles Long To- 
ward Helena, Ark. 


AID FOR 25,000 IS ASKED 


Memphis, Tenn., April 19 (By A. P.). 
Valiant but. now defenseless communi- 
ties in the Mississippi valley north: of 
here and in Arkansas, to the west, to- 
day saw another of their bulwarks 
crumble and many additional square 
miles of bottom lands laid open to the 
flood. , 

The St. John’s Bayou levee, 8 miles 
north -of New Madrid, Mo., followed the 
Medley levee in succumbing to the 
eddies of the current and tonight the 
yellow waters swept Onward down an 
area 100 miles long and many miles 
wide to Helena, Ark., adding hundreds 
of persons to the long list of homeless. 

Southeast Missouri, already prostrate 
before the flood, faced additional loss, 
as did unhappy Arkansas, whose three 
major streams, the Arkansas, White and 
St. Francia rivers, already have broken 
out of bounds in a number of places, 
putting much of its farm land under 
water. 

More than 75 towns and villages in 
the two States were in the threatened 
section, while it was estimated that 
$8,000,000 acres of land were in danger. 

In addition to the wholesale destruc- 
tion of crops in sections of Kentucky, 
Missouri, Illinols, Tennessee, Arkansas, 
Mississippi and Louisiana, the flood 
disrupted railroads, highway and tele- 
graph traffic, made thousands of farm- 
ers farmless and placed before merchants 
and bankers of the territory the pros- 
pect of an autumn without crop rev- 
enues. 

The Mississippi river levee at New 
Madrid was holding and little fear was 
felt that it would not be able to con- 
tain the 46-foot stage forecast.

White House 


Is Hopeful 


Of Peace in Nicaragua 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Hope of the administration for early 
withdrawal of at least a portion of the 
American marines on duty in Nicara- 
gua was expressed yesterday at the 
White House. 

It was said, however, that pacification 
of the war-torn republic remains the 
only basis on which withdrawal could 
be effected, and President Coolidge has 
reached no decision as to just when 
the troop movement can begin. On 
the basis of recent victories by Presi- 
dent Diaz’s conservative army over the 
Sacasa liberals and on private advices, 
Mr. Coolidge nevertheless is optimistic 
that the civil far is approaching an 
end. 

Other government quarters were less 
hopeful of the situation, some ob- 
servers pointing out that even though 
armed resistance to the Diaz govern- 
ment is overcome, the political turmoil 
would remain as a menace likely to re- 
vive conflict at any time. Potentiali- 


ties of that situation, it was contended, 
might keep American troops in that 
country for years. 

It was said at the White House to 
be the hope of President Coolidge that 
all of the marines might soon be with- 
drawn. In any event, he is anxious 
that no necessity arise for keeping them 
on duty in Nicaragua for more than a 
decade, as was the case with the ma- 
rines landed in 1912. 

Complete withdrawal of the troops is 
expected to hinge largely on the prog- 
ress made by the President’s special 
envoy to the republic, Henry L. Stim- 
son, of New York, the former War Sec- 
retary. He is in Nicaragua now, can- 
vassing the situation. 

Should marines be withdrawn, it was 
assumed that the first-to go would be 
those taken from naval vessels rushed 
to Nicaraguan waters in advance of 
the regiment sent later. They would

WOMAN SAVES PUPILS; 


School Children Among the 
Chief Victims; Damage 
Is Extensive. 


Springfield, Ill., April 19 (By A. P.), 
Tearing a straight line through six 
central Illinois counties, a series of 
line squalls. this afternoon brought 
death to eighteen persons, injury to 
many more, and left scores in a dozen 
communities homeless, 

Uncertainty colored all reports and 
gave rise to belief that further reports 
may send the fatality and injury fig- 
ures higher, or eliminate some names 
from the list of dead. Where damage 
was heaviest wires are down and def- 
inite reports are available only from 
those who are penetrating the territory 
over tree-strewn and water-soaked 
roads, by horse and wagon. Among the 
communities reporting fatalities were: 

Buffalo Heart, Cornland, Clinton, 
Chestnut, Hardin, Centerville, Mount 
Pulaski, Wrights, Laomi, Woodville and 
Kafer. 

Not a Tornado. 

The freak storm started at the Mis- 
sissippi river, and was described by 
weather bureau officials as a series of 
line squalls as distinguished from ®& 
tornado. 

School children were among the 
chief sufferers in today’s storm. “Three 
were reported to have been killed or 
injured when the storm wrecked rural 
schools elsewhere, according to frage 
mentary reports. 

The storm, for the most part, struck 
small towns of 200 or 300 populations, 
then descended again on villages and 
hamlets farther away. 

Besides the loss of life, heavy prope 
@rty damage was done, but the damage 
did not approach the figure of ‘the tore 
nado of two years ago, when upward 
of 800 persons were killed in the 
southern part of the State.

Must Raise $1,000,000.

In closing her reports she made two 
recommendations on behalf of the com- 
mittee, Mrst. that an adequate library 
be included in the building plans for 
Constitution hall, and tkat definite 
building plans be procured and every 
endeavor made to raise $1,000,000 liquid 
cash by March, 1928, so the laying of 
the corner stone of Constitution hall 
might take place at the thirty-seventh 
continental congress in. April, 1928. 

Animated discussion ensued over the 
report of the chairman of revision of 
by-laws, Mrs. Henry B. Joy, in regard 
to the method of nominating ‘vice 
presidents general.

DECLARES INDUSTRIES 
WOULD AID CONDITIONS 


Advocates Dual Government! 


Form With Establishment 
of Clearing House. 


The appearance of lower Pennsylvania 
avenue is a disgrace to the National 
Capital and conditions there will not 
be allowed to continue for many more 
years, Representative James T. Begg, of 
Ohio, declared in an address before the 
Washington Chamber of Commerce at 
the Willard hotel last night. 

Stressing the surprise of visitors 
when they see the unsightly buildings 
and small shops within the shadow of 
the Capitol, Representative Begg de- 
clared that Pennsylvania avenue should 
be remade. No expense should be 
spared to alter the present appearance 
of the avenue, he said. 

Development of manufacturing in- 
dustries in this city is necessary for 
the proper development of the District, 
said Representative Begg. The city 
would be much better off, he said, if 
a greater diversity of activtiles were 
provided. 

Declaring that he was “not efraid of 
smokestacks,” Representative Begg, 
however, said that he believed no man- 
ufacturing plant should be constructed 
where it would mar the beauty of the 
residential section. 

Pointing out that the interests of the 
District are so closely allied with the 
interests of the nation, Representative 
Begg said that he believed a dual form 
of government should be established 
here. He said: 


Has Government Plan. 


“It is not good for Congress to run 
the government of the District, neither 
would it be good for Washington to run 
its own government. I believe the happy 
medium would be a dual government.” 

Establishment of a central clearing 
house through which all civic associa- 
tions could voice their opinions was ad- 
vocated by Representative Begg. Until 
such a body is organized, he said, the 
civic organizations will not reach their 
full power. 

Representative Begg said he hoped 
that within the next few years he would 
see the center of education moved from 
New England to this city. He urged 
members of the chamber to work to 
make Washington the greatest educa- 
tional center in the world. 

Col. R. E. B. McKenney, U. S. A., 
urged members of the chamber to em- 
ploy a youth who has been trained in 
the C. M. T. C. in preference to a 
youth who has had no suck training. 
He said ‘that the military training re- 
ceived in the camps teaches a young 
man how to shoujder responsibility. 

William G. Caldwell, mayor of Co- 
lonial Beach, Va., declared that too 
much attention was being given in the 
public schools today to the develop- 
ment of playgrounds, dramatics and 
athletics. Night clubs and roadhouses 
are causing the downfall of tke youth 
of today, Mayor Caldwell said, and 
urged members of the chamiber to do 
everything in their power to prevent 
young men and girls from seeking en- 
tertainment in such places.

|DISAVOWS ANY SLIGHT 


IN EARLIER COMMENT 


Sweeping Declaration Expect- 
ed to Relieve All Irritation 
and Friction. 


By NORMAN W. SAXTER. 

Full, frank and almost fulsome trib- 
ute came yesterday to Herbert Hoover, 
Secretary of Comnerce, from the lips 
of the White House spokesman to take 
the edge off the blunt statement made 
last Friday that if Frank B. Kellogg, 


Secretary of State, should resign Mr. 
Hoover would not be given that cabinet 
portfolio. ’ 

The amende~ honorable’: served not 
only to break the silence of the White 
House relative the incident, but also 
stilled the doubt in the minds of those 
who could ‘not understand what the 
previous pronouncement had méant, 
unless it indicated that the chief execu- 
tive was not pleased with the conduct 
of his cabinet associate. 

The statement made yesterday at the 
executive office by the Presidential 
spokesman was complete enough to be 
accepted as evidence that there is no 
desire on the part of the President to 
break with his associate, and that as 
far as the chief executive is concerned 
he considers the head of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce one of the most 
able and efficient members. of his of- 
ficial family. 

The declaration was so sweeping in 
fact that it is believed that it will re- 
move any irritation which may have 
been felt by Mr. Hoover’s friends and 
prevent any possibility of friction, 
which it was believed might have de- 
veloped between the President and Mr. 
Hoover ,had some public explanation 
of the Ancident not been given. 


Clears Cabinet Atmosphere. 


So complete was the White House 
statement that it dispelled any idea 
of the suggestion previously made that 
Mr. Hoover might find it necessary at 
a later date and under less strained 
circumstances to sever his official con- 
nection with the Coolidge administra- 
tion. \ 

The manner and form in which the 
situation was handled yesterday gave 
color to the belief that there had been 
no conception previously of the way 
in which the original statement might 
be interpreted and that even as late 
as Sunday, when President Coolidge 
entertained Mr. Hoover as ome. of a 
at breakfast, there was no 
full appreciation of the apparent slap 
that had been administered. : 

The Presidential spokesman .was ap- 
parently exceedingly anxious in his 
remarks yesterday to show that no 
slight had been intended. The dis- 
avowal of any such intention was com- 
plete, and it was not linked with any 
declaration that what had been said 
four days prior had been. misinter- 
preted. 

It was stated for the President that 
no mention had been made on Friday 
of Mr. Hoover's abilities becatuse it had 
been assumed at that time that the 
qualifications of the Secretary of Com- 
merce were so well known that they 
needed no repetition. Mr. Hoover's rep- 
utation both at home and abroad, it 
was pointed out, was so well established 


both for his executive ability and ac- 


complishments that it could not be 
questioned. / 

The possession of these attributes, it 
was said, made Mr. Hoover such a val- 
uable man that the President could not 
dispense with his services if he wished 
to do so, and he was represented as 
having no such desire. 

In addition it was said that it was 
generally recognized that the qualifi- 
cations of Mr. Hoover were such that 
he could fill to any one’s satisfaction 
any place which he might be inclined 
to accept. 

A great deal of emphasis was placed 
upon the importance of the position 
which Mr. Hoover now occupies in the 
executive branch of the government as 
the head of the Department of Com- 
merce, which deals intimately with the 
foreign and domestic commerce of the 
nation. 

The final flattering period dealt 
with the tremendous increase that this 
country’s commerce both at home and 
abroad had shown under the direction 
of Mr. Hoover. 

In not a single instance since Presi- 
dent Coolidge entered the White House 
has his spokesman dwelt at such length 
or in such extravagant praise of any 
person in his administration or out. 
Taken at its face value, and it could 
not be taken otherwise, the statement 
could not be regarded in any other 
light than a desire on the part of the 
President .to retain the services of Mr. 
Hoover and to show both him and the 
country generally that the curt re- 
marks had not been intended to be 
taken as an angry denunciation of a 
member of the cabinet.

New York, April 19 (By A. P.).—The 
number of planes, which will hop off 


from New York in the attempt to fly 
to Paris this year, was raised to six 
today with the announcement by the 
Aircraft Corporation of America that 
Lieut. Winston W. Ehrgott, former 
West Pointer, and now a member of 
the New York national guard, will 
head an expedition in an all-metal, 
amphibian plane, now being construct- 
ed at the Igor Sigorsky plant in Brook- 
lyn. He will compete for the $25,000 
Orteig prize. 

The expedition, headed by Lieut. 
Ehrgott, will have Comdr. J. H. Klein, 
former commander and observer aboard 
the “Los Angeles” dirigible on its trip 
from Gefmany to this country as of- 
ficial navigator. The flight captain 
and.first pilot will be Lieut. George R. 
Pond, tester of government planes dur- 
ing the war. The second pilot will be 
Maj. Thomas G. Lanphier, command- 
ing officer at Selfridge field, Mount 
Clemens, Mich. 


Brainard Field Headquarters, 


The Ehrgott expedition will make its 
headquarters at Brainard field, Hart- 
ford, Conn., until it is ready for the 
hop-off from New York. The plane to 
be used, according to John H. Stelling, 
president of the Aircraft Corporation of 
America, is equipped with twin Wright 
J-5 motors, and has a maximum speed 
capacity of 120 miles per hour. It will 
carry a 50 hour supply of gasoline. 

The other transoceanic fields include 
the Bellanca entry; Commander Rich- 
ard E. Byrd, whose plans were delayed 
by the accident at Teterboro airport 
last Saturday; Noel Davis in his 
“American Legion;” Charles Linden- 
burg, of St. Louis, in a Ryan monoplane 
and Rene Fonck, in a Sigorsky plane.

BY TREASURY OFFICIAL 


Government Matters Must 
Move Slowly, Dewey

-As Adler stepped out 
eight masked men, armed with sawed- 
off shotguns, forced him to reenter the 
automobile. Adler, Gelell and Albino 
then were bound and blindfolded and 
driven away. 

“They kept us in a house all the 
time,” ‘he said, “Adler and me in one 
room and Tony in another. Our blind- 
folds were never removed.” 

Payment of the reported ransom Is 
said to have been made with a saloon- 
keeper acting as intermediary.

BILL PASSED TO MAKE 
NEW BRUNSWICK WET 


Only Two Dry Provinces if 
Royal Assent Is Given 


the Measure. 


Frederiton, N. B., April 19 (By A. P.). 
Royal assent to the bill permitting 
sale of intoxicants in this province is 
all that remains to make Canada a 
wet country in 1928, with the excep- 
tion of the province of Nova Scotia and 
Prince Edward island. 

Premier Baxter's bill, designed to 
permit the sale of intoxicants, was 
passed by the provincial legislature to- 
day. By its terms, sale of liquor would 
be under control of the government. 
It is fashioned after the bill soon to go 
into effect in Ontario, with the differ- 
ence that persons buying illicit liquor 
would receive the same punishment as 
those convicted of Selling it. 

The remaining step to put the bill 
on the statutes is assent by the crown, 
which is by signature of the dominion 
lieutenant-governor. He is expected to 
sign it. Despite opposition to the bill 
on the part of the government sup- 
porters, who are prohibitionists, Premier 
Baxter, in introducing it, said it ex- 
pressed the will of the majority sup- 
porting the government.

CABINET RUMORS. - 


’ As the presidential campaign approaches the 
flood of rumors rises and threatens to break all 
the levees. One of the favorite methods of 
“starting something” is to circulate rumors of 
changes in the cabinet. Secretary Kellogg, be- 
ing at the head of the list, finds almost every q 
morning that he is about to resign, sometimes 
in pique, sometimes because he is no longer 
wanted and sometimes because others want his 
place. One of the most persistent of these 
rumors recently was that which assigned Sec- 
retary Hoover to the State Department, 

In an effort to hold the levee against the 
flood the President’s spokesman last week not 


only denied. that Secretary Kellogg wouft re- 
sign but added the offhand remark that even if 
Mr; Kellogg should resign Mr. Hoover would 
not be appointed to succeed him. Whereupon 
thd flood turned and threatened to break 
thrpugh in a new place. Aha! So President 
Coolidge was dissatisfied with Hoover! Mr. 
Hopver aspired to be a candidate, and Mr. 
Codlidge took this occasion to cut him down! 
Naturally, Mr. Hoover's friends would demand 
thd he resign at once and leave the Coolidge 
adfhinistration to its fate. 

Apparently the President has cautioned his 
spakesman to be a little bit more discreet, be- 
calfse Mr. Coolidge’s alter ego yesterday took 
occasion to speak in the highest terms of Mr. 
Hobver, saying that his intérnational reputa- 
tio, was well established throughout the world 

and that when it was denied that he might be 
appointed Secretary of State there was no in- 
tention to reflect upon his capacity to fill that 
offife.

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? REDUCING THE PUBLIC DEBT. 


Preasury financing and refunding operations 
dufing March included two offerings of Treas- 
urg certificates and an issue of Treasury notes 
in exchange for second Liberty loan bonds. 
One set of Treasury certificates will be due in 


six* months at 3% per cent, and the other 
serjes will be due in one year, bearing 3% 
pewcent. Subscriptions to these two new series 
of {Treasury certificates were four times the 
ampunt offered, demonstrating the extraor- 
dirlary credit of the government. The public 
offgred $1,250,000,000 to the Treasury at 
31% and 3% per cent interest. 

From July 1, 1926, to February 28, 1927, 
tha public debt was reduced about $675,000,- 
00@ by the application of the sinking fund, by 
purchases and retirements on account of prin- 
cipal and interest payments received from for- 
eign governments, and by utilization of surplus 
revenue, cash in the general fund, and other 
receipts. 

he aggregate debt reduction from July 1, 
19€9, to February 28, 1927, was $6,331,951,- 
000. One-third was effected by application of 
the sinking fund, one-third by the surplus 
revenue in excess of ordinary receipts, and 
one-third by receipts from foreign govern- 
ments and various other items. 

March financing and exchange operations 
effected a reduction in the Treasury’s annual 
interest charge of approximately $26,000,000. 
Interest rates on the securities retired in 
March was 4% and 4% per cent. Interest 
rates on the new securities issued were 3%, 
3344 and 3% per cent. , 

The ease and rapidity with which these large 
financial transactions, involving millions, are 
carried on demonstrate the efficiency of the 
Treasury machinery. 


OVERPRODUCTION OF OIL, 


California wholesalers of gasoline are en- 
gaged in a price war.

PROTECTING BUSINESS SECRETS. 


After seven years of litigation, the United 
States Supreme Court decides that the Federal 
Trade Commission can not arbitrarily compel 
manufacturing corporations to disclose cost of 
production, balance sheets and other informa- 
tidén relating to their business without first 
bringing the matter to the attention of the 
Attorney General. 

The case arose from an attempt of the trade 
commission“to compel the Claire Furnace Co. 
and 21 others ‘to furnish the commission such 
information in voluminous monthly reports. 


The companies complained that the commis- 
sion exceeded its powers, and asked that it be 
restrained. 

The court decides that the matter should 
have been brought before the Attorney Gen- 
eral to ascertain what inquiries were proper 
and. reasonable. Chief Justice Taft, rendering 
the opinion, says that Congress intended that 
the Attorney General should make such inves- 
tigation to ascertain the scope and propriety: 
of the commission’s orders: 

The question as to the scope of inquiries _ 
made by government agencies such as the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission to ascertain cost of 
production and other matters of private busi- 
ness is not settled in this case. In a recent 
decision, however, the Supreme Court decided 
that the tariff commission is not required to 
make public information obtained as to cost 
of production for the purpose of applying the 
provisions of the tariff act. Se 

In the trade commission case the court 
passes the matter back to the Attorney General 
as the proper officer to sift out the reasonable 
and proper questions the commission might 
ask, eliminating all that might injure the busi- 
ness of manufacturers and disclose secret proc- 
esses. It appears that the principle involved 
in both cases is substantially the same— 
whether it is public policy to compel manufac- 
turers and producers to reveal to the public 
such information about their affairs as might 
injure their business. Manifestly, business 
secrets or processes deserve the protection of 
the courts as much as any other property.

FARM CONDITIONS. 


According to the farm census taken by the 


Department of Commerce, there were only 


29,000,000 individuals living on farms during 
1925, as compared with the 31,500,000 farm 
population of 1920. The figures for 1925, 
however, include only those persons actually 
living on farms; those of 1920 include also 
farm laborers and their families who, while 
not living on farms, lived outside the limits 
of any incorporated place. Actual figures as 
to the size of this group are not available. The 
best estimate to-bé obtained, however, is that 
the laborets and their families number less 
than 1,000,000 individuals. It appears, there- 
fore, that the five-year period has witnessed a 
drift from farm to city of nearly 2,000,000 in- 
dividuals. 

The number of farms on January 1 of each 
year under serutiny was about the same, 
6,370,000 in 1925 and 6,450,000 in 1920. Their 
value in 1920 was approximately $13,775,- 
000,000. Deflation of values since then ex- 
acted a toll of some $3,000,000,000, however, 
so that although the amount of mortgage debt 
has remained practically stationary, the ratio 
of debt to value has increased nearly 13 per 
cent. > 

In 1919 the American farmer sold _ co- 
operatively about $720,000,000 worth of prod- 
ucts. In 1924 he sold more than $850,000,000 
in this manner. In 1919 he purchased co- 
operatively nearly $85,000,000 worth of, sup- 
plies. In 1924, however, he purchased in this 
manner only $76,000,000 worth. 

The number of tractors on farms more than 


value of implements and machinery decreased 
almost $1,000,000. In 1919 more than $1,400,- 
000 was expended for feed and fertilizers, 
whereas in 1924 less than $1,000,000 was 
spent for these commodities. More gallons of 
milk were produced in 1924 than in 1919, and 
less butter was made, but more butter fat, 
more milk and more chicken eggs were sold. 
Not much more than half as many gallons of 
cream were sent to market. The census does 
got show a particularly happy state of affairs. 


WHO WANTS AN ISLAND? 


In 1882 the Secretary of the Interior issued 
an order withdrawing from public entry all the 
islands in the Mississippi river south of Cairo. 
At that time the islands were considered as of 
possible value to the army engineers in the im- 

rovement of navigation. But if they were 
a of any particular value to the War De- 
partment they are no longer considered as 
necessary, and, as a consequence, the order of 
withdrawal has been revoked and they are now 
restored to the public domain and as such 
open to settlement under the land laws of the 
United States, with preferential rights to vet- 
erans. . 

That there is not likely to be any great rush 
to secure these free lands is, however, eyi- 
dent from the fact that many of them have 

‘never been surveyed, nor is the Interior De- 
partment, which announces the reopening, 
able to give any definite information as to the 
extent of the “archipelago” or the acreage con- 
tained therein. If any reader of The Post hap- 
pens to have a discharge certificate from the 
army and a desire to acquire a homestead in 
the Mississippi river he may first find out by 
inquiry just which island appears most at- 
tractive, and then he may file his application. 
But such applications must be sent to the gen- 
eral land office between May 21 and June 9.

WHAT TYPE AIRPLANE? 


Commander Francesco de Pinedo, whose 
‘four-continent flight came to an end with the 
accidental burning of his plane at Roosevelt 
dam, believes’ that proper equipment is the 
principal problem of transatlantic commercial 
aviation. 
more compact if they are to carry fuel and 
supplies necessary for the hop across the At- 
lantic and still provide room for passengers 
and freight. 


The theory is interesting, additionally so in 
that it is about to be put to the acid test. 
Three planes are now being groomed for the 
transatlantic flight=the America, which will 
be piloted by Commander Byrd if he recovers 
from his injuries in sufficient time; the Amer- 
ican Legion, to which Commander Davis will 
pin his hopes, and the unnamed Wright-Bel- 
lanca monoplane which recently broke the rec- 
ord for. sustained flight, and which will be 
piloted by the civilians Acosta and Chamber- 
lain. The America is the giant, with a wing 
span of not much under 80 feet, and powered 
by three 200 horsepower engines. The baby is 
the Wright-Bellanca, powered by one 200- 
horsepower engine, and with a wing spread of 
but 45 feet. In between the two lies the Amer- 
ican Legion, also powered by three 200-horse- 
power engines, and with a span of 67 feet. 

Like the three bears, there is a big plane, a 
little plane and a medium-sized plane, all of 
which are about to attempt exactly the same 
feat. Possibly the result will be a triumph for 
all three. Nevertheless, the performance of 
each probably will have considerable bearing 
on future airplane design. .

THE WAR AGAINST FIRE.” 

According to reports just made public, more 
than $23,000,000,000 worth of new building 
construction took place in the years 1922 to 
1925. In the same period fire losses increase@ 
less than $43,000,000, or about $1 per thou- 
sand of estimated increase in burnable wealth. 
In 1922 the Federal Trade Commission put the 
national wealth, exclusive of land, at $231,000,- 
000,000. The reported fire loss in that year was 
$405,000,000, or about $1.75 to each thousand 
of burnable wealth. The trend of fire losses 
has slowed up steadily for several years. In 
1920 the increase over 1919 amounted to 
$102,000,000, or 40 per cent, attributed by en- 
gineers largely to the inflation of property val- 
ues in that year. An increase of $30,000,000 
was shown in 1921, or 8 per cent over 1920, 
but 1922 losses exceeded those gf the succeed- 
ing year by only $17,000,000, or 4.3 per cent. 
In 1923 the increase was 5.7 per cent, but in 
1924 this had dropped again to $11,000,000, or 
2.6 per cent over 1923, and in 1925 it was«only 
$8,000,000, or 1.8 per cent greater than in 
1924, 

These are significant figures, proving as they 
do that the national campaign against fire is 
having its effect. Although each year has wit- 
nessed an increase in fire losses, the ratio of 
such increase has been steadily downward. 
Before long, if the trend holds true, the United 
States will be showing a decrease of fire losses 
each year. 

Fire losses can never be impersonal matters, 
even though the public is slow to realize that 
each conflagration is paid for indirectly out of 
its pocket. When this truth finally is driven 
home it may be expected that fire losses for the 
country as a whole will take a decided drop. 
The encouraging record should serve to stimu- 

late further efforts to educate the careless 
public. 


VIRGINIA AND THE CHINESE WAR. 


The tobacco farmer of Virginia probably 
never gave a thought to the civil war in China 
as having a direct bearing upon his particular 
line of agriculture, and if any one had sug- 
gested to him last fall that the harvest then 
being cured might be affected by events in 
Shanghai or Canton the suggestion would prob- 
ably been greeted with a laugh. 

Yet the effects of the Chinése war are being 
felt, and severely , felt, in the heart of Vir- 
ginia’s tobacco district. Reports from Rich- 
mond indicate that exports of bright flue-cured 
tobacco fell from 17,201,907 pounds in Janu- 
ary, 1926, to 9,894,862 pounds in January of 
this year, while there were exported only 
7,187,321 pounds of the same grade in 
February of this year, as comparede with 
11,875,742 pounds in February, 1926. 

Bright flue-cured tobacco and cigarettes are 
the principal items entering into the American 
tobacco trade with China, and like the slump 
in the shipment of American tobacco to the 
Chinese republic there has been a marked fall- 
ing off in the demand for American cigarettes, 

This is doubtless due to the fact, as cabled 
from Commissioner Myhus, who looks after 
the interests of the Department of Agriculture 
in Tientsin, that foreign tobacco dealers in 
the Yangtze valley.and south China have 
evacuated that territory, and that similar 
evacuations are taking place in the “business 
centers of north China. % 

With a falling off of 40 per cent in the 
amount of tobacco and an equal curtailment 
in the demand for Virginia cigarettes in China 
it is easy to understand that the tobacco grow- 
er of the Piedmont district is very deeply in- 
terested in the prompt answer to the question, 
‘“‘Who’s who in China today?”

The remedies for enlarged pores have 
been discussed many times in this col- 
umn. The skin must be kept clean, 
so that no foreign matter can distend 
the pores. A very light cream or oil 
or a liquid pore cleanser is better than 
the dense, heavy cold cream. After 
cleansing, take off any surplus with a 
clean cloth wrung out in warm water, 
and follow with a generous cold rinse 
and an astringent wash. It is im- 
portant to use a good astringent every 
day. Avoid vanishing creams, “powder 
bases” and heavy powder.

A BASIC REGIMEN FOR BLOOD 
PRESSURE. 


R. J. H.. KELLOGG: made the ‘fol- 
lowing statement to the Chicago 
Medical society last December: 

“Under a basic regimen very. high 
blood préssure sometimes declines to an 
almost unDelievable extent. I recall the 
case of a business man who at 50 years 
of age was so broken down in health 
that he had retired. His systolic blood 
pressure was 260. Within a few weeks 
his blood pressure fell to 160 and he 
was able to resume his business. More 
than seven years later he returnd for 
an examination and his blood pressure 
was found to be still 160, the result of 
close adherence to a basic regimen. I 
collected the blood pressure findings in 
1,000 consecutive cases having a sys- 
tolic pressure above 140 who went on 
a basic regimen. .I found an average 
decline of 20 points within the first two 
weeks.”

There was an average decline 
of 20 points in 1,000 cases. However, 
notice Dr. Kellogg has not always had 
the results he hoped for.

which leave an alkali ash. which 
leave an acid ash, stich as meate, 
bread, and cereals, are to be eaten 
moderation.

Prunes, plums, cranberries, rhubarb, 
and possibly gooseberries are fruits 
which tend to leave an acid ash. Since 
bread and cereals are on the Hist ef 
foods to be eaten in moderation, it is 
well to know that potatoes, which ean 
replace some of the cereal foods, stand 
near the top of thé list of basé or alkali 
oods. ; 
Milk is a good substitute for. meat. 
It contains animal proteids just as do 
meat and eggs, but they are neutr@l- 
ized by large quantities of lime. The 
bran in many cereals is also fairly ri¢h 
in this basic substance, lime. 

Bulk is another quality of the foods 
in this- basic regimen of Dr. Kell 8. 
Therefore he favors coarse vegetables, 
fruits and cereals. \

Peking Reveals Documents 
Seized in Raid Upon the 
Soviet Legation. 


WORLD REVOLT AIM; 
OUTRAGES ARE DECREED 


Instructions Emphasize the 
Need of Pitting Powers 
Against Each Other. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Peking, April 19—Partly burned 
documents seized when the Chinese 
troops raided tke soviet military at- 
tache’s office reveal a plot directed 
from Moscow for the massacre of for- 
eigners in order to bring about inter- 
vention in China as a preliminary to 
a world revolution. When the raid be- 
gan the attache threw the papers in 
the stove and started a fire. 

The principal document was in the 
form of a resolution and instructions 
to the tkird internationale, in seven 
sections. 

The first section says that all ef- 
forts must be concentrated toward 
propagating the Hankow concession in- 
cident, with special reference to the 
British, and the assertion that the re- 
sistance of the European powers to the 
revolutionary struggle is waning. 

Second—No effort is to be spared to 
create anti-European disturbances and 
chaos in all areas under the control of 
Marshal Chang Tso-lin. 

Third—Marshal Chang’s authority 
and prestige must be destroyed at all 
costs with propaganda to the effect 
that he was hired by imperialistic 
forces and international capitalists for 
the obstruction of the nationalist 
movement. 


Plans Against Powers. 


Fourth (which was badly burned)— 
Refers to plans for stirring trouble 
against the European powers and a 
campaign of attack against Great Bri- 
tain. The details of this point were 
illegible. 

Fifth—Plans must be devised to in- 
cite the Chinese masses to antiforeign 
acts. To attain this object everything 
must be done to bring the masses and 
troops into armed conflict. The ulti- 
mate goal is foreign intervention, and, 
in order to realize this, looting and 
massacres of foreigners. may be resorted 
to. Whenever a clash occurs between 
Chinese. .and foreigners, no opportunity 
must be lost to exploit it to the full- 
est extent in order further to inflame 
the populace against the foreigners. 

Sixth—For the present defer the ex- 
tension of communism in ChmMma, as 
this would strengthen Marshal Chang. 
Directions were given to-M. Borodin, 
soviet adviser to the nationalist gov- 
ernment, to call a halt. 

The seventh instruction relates to 
emphasizing the disharmony among 
the powers, particularly Japan, which, 
because of its ability to send large 
forces into China immediately, should 
be prevented from taking joint action. 
Where possible agitators should avoid 
jeopardizing the lives and property of 
Japanese nationals. 


Origin of Outrages. 


The instructions concluded by stat- 
ing that no time must be lost in cir- 
culating the advices to the various 
branches of the Chinese communist 
party. That this was accomplished was 
evidenced by three incidents; first, the 
Nanking outrage; second, Foreign Min- 
ister Chen’s statement asserting that 
the Chinese losses were 100 to every one 
foreigner, and third, the wide publicity 
on the alleged split in the party be- 
tween the moderates and communists. 

Having these discoveries before them, 
the Ministers of the five powers con- 
ferred today with reference to a reply 
to Foreign Minister Chen’s note, which 
is expected to set a time limit for ac- 
ceptance, on the penalty of bombarding 
the Nanking forts, arsenal, military 
camps, &c., but owing to the reluctance 
of some governments, including Amer- 
ica, this note probably will be delayed 
some days. 

Marshal Chang is losing no time in 
wreaking revenge on all those suspected 
of participation in the plots. At 
Tientsin six lieutenants of Gen. Li 
Ching-Lin, concerned in a plot to de- 
stroy the Peking-Tientsin railway, were 
beheaded. Gen. Li escaped to Darien. 

Fourteen “embers of the Kuomin- 
tang arrested in the British concession 
also were executed. All student activi- 
ties have been curbed. 

Fhe firing across the river by oppos- 
ing factions continues at Nanking and 
Chinkiang, while passing vessels, in- 
cluding warships, receive salvos. Four- 
inch guns are being used, with a view 
to provoking a foreign bombardment. 

The Peasant union in Hunan prov- 
ince seized all the missionary property, 
even the baggage, which refugees were 
trying to remove. The general im- 
pression of chaos is increasing, and the 
moderate rally is par‘ly to camouflage 
the real condition of affairs.

Miles Drops Out Early 
in Race; Agee 13th 
to Finish. 


OSTON, April 19 (By A. P.)-— 

Clarence H. De Mar, thin, wiry, 

38-year-old typesetter from Mel- 
rose, today raced his way to the un- 
disputed title of America’s greatest 
marathon runner. Under a broiling 
sun over 26 miles and 385 yards of 
heat-softened asphalt, the smiling lit- 
tle former Sunday school teacher, ran 
the pick of the North American con- 
tinent’s distance runners into the 
ground to win the thirty-first annual 
Hopkinton-to-Boston marathon run of 
the Boston Athletic association in 
2:40:22 1-5. 

The time was eight minutes over 
the world’s record, but De Mar’s per- 
formance brought him records that 
could not be measured in hours and 
minutes. It was the fifth time he 
has crossed the line a winner in the 
B. A. A. Patriot’s day classic, it was 
his fifth consecutive marathon victory 
within a year and it was the second 
successive year in which he has car- 
ried off the national A. A. U. Marathon 
title—three records unequaled on the 
books of running competition. 


Wearing the colors of the Mel- 
rose American Legion, De Mar push- 
ed directly to the front of a field 
of 168 starters who took the road 
at noon, Five miles from the start 
he was leading the pack, and he 
never was headed after that 


He was pushed all the way, pushed 
hard. First it was August Fagerlund, 
of the Finnish-American A. C., of New 
York, and Cliff Bricker, the Canadian 
youngster from Galt, Ont. Then Lit- 
tle Jimmy Henigen, of Dorchester; 
Karl Koski, ultimately to finish sec- 
ond, and eld Bill Kennedy, 44-year-old 
veteran from Greenwich, who pounded 
home third, took up the chase. 

In the last three miles it appeared 
for a time that either Koski or Ken- 
nedy might catch the wily Melrose 
yeteran. Demar came through the 
6-mile stretch of heart-breaking hills 
in the Newtons with a rush that car- 
ried him out of sight from Koski and 
Kennedy, but as he loped across the 
city limits of Brookline he looked dead 
tired and his comfortable lead had 
been cut from 7 to less than 4 minutes. 


Koski, of the Finnish-American 
A. C., was 4 minutes behind De- 
mar. His time was 2 hours 44 
minutes and 41 seconds. Gray- 
haired Bill Kennedy at the finish 
was cheered by 20,000 spectators 
who recalled his 1917 victory. The 
watches caught him im 2:51:58.

PLANNING COMMISSION 
STUDIES ROAD SHIFTS 


Coordinating Committee at 
Work on Proposed Changes 
in District Highways.

PROBLEMS IN NORTHEAST 


Important changes in the highway 
plan of the District came before the 
coordinating committee of the National 
Capital park and planning commission 
yesterday, and while no final action 
was taken on them, their details will be 
studied for ultimate action within the 
next few weeks. 

The question of a connection for 


Montana avenue from the vicinity of 
the United States Soldiers’ home 
through to Bladensburg road, was given 
study, particular attention being de- 
voted to that section between Rhode 
Island avenue and Bladensburg road. 

It was found that the proposed road 
must pass around the east end of 
the railroad terminals yards and this 
route will require special investigation, 
a viaduct across the railroads at the 
east end of the terminal round house 
to connect with New York avenue and 
Bladensburg’ road being mentioned as 
@ solution. 

Several questions of drainage are par- 
ticularly involved in this plan, and 
this angie will be studied by the sewer 
department of the District government 
in connection with the coordinating 
committee. 

The matter of. changes in the area 
northeast of the Soldiers’ home was dis- 
cussed. Here a question of change in 
the line of Harewood road in order to 
better the grade enters, and a change in 
the line of Bates road for the same 
reason is also necessary, as well as 
provision for shorter streets around the 
projected Fort Totten park, 

Members of the committee will study 
in this same locality the development 
of a plan to obtain an additional cross- 
ing over or under the railroad between 
Bates road and Riggs roa®-in order to 
develop an entrance in to the area 
east of the Metropolitan branch and 
south of Riggs road. 

Changes in the area immediately east 
of Connecticut avenue and north of 
Macomb street with a view toward 
adapting them to the existing topog- 
raphy in a more suitable way were also 
discussed,

International Peace Group 
Outlines Organization’s Pol- 
icy at First Session. 


DELEGATES WELCOMED 
BY UNIVERSITY RECTOR 


Declares Church Spiritual 
Power Ever Hostile to War 
Between Nations. 


With the construction of @ plan for 
the attainment of world-wide peace 
and the formation of a permanent or- 


ganization for the furtherance of 

as their aims, 200 delegates of the Cath- 
olic committee on international peace 
yesterday opened a two-day conference 
in McMahon hall, at Catholic univer- 
sity. 

“The adoption of the moral law as 
the basis of international intercourse 
implies the abolition of conscription, 
general disarmament, compulsory arbi- 
tration, the outlawry of war, the codi- 
fication of international law, an inter- 
national court of justice and an essoci- 
ation of nations,” the Rev. Dr. John 
A. Ryan, chairman of the subcommittee 
on international ethics declared, in 
submitting the report of the commit- 
t 


ee. 

Following a discussion by the dele- 
gates and other members of the come 
mittee, it was agreed to take no ac~ 
tion on the report until further dis- 
cussion and amendments to the re- 
port could be made. Dr. Charles G. 
Fenwick, of the subcommittee on in- 
ternational friendship, declared that — 
the. report contained many 4Geclara- 
tions, which were not explained, and 
did not hold close to certain princi- 
ples of international law. Father Ryan 
answered each of the objections and 
suggestions in a satisfactory manner. 

Numerous causes of enmity between 
nations and war were enumerated at 
the meeting of the subcommittee on 
sources of international enmity -last 
night. The most prominent cause, Dr. 
Parker T. Moon, chairman of the sub- 
committee, held in his report was the 
worship of power by nations, their 
greed to accumulate additional terri- 
tories and colonies and the propaganda 
spread. by one nation against another... 

Those who led in discussion of the 
report were Benedict Elder, of Louis- 
ville, Ky.; the Rev. Charles Miltner, 
of Notre Dame university; Edward 
Keating, editor of Labor; E. J. Roth- 
well, of Boston, and William Frankiin 
Sands, of this city. -This report was 
also laid aside without action, for fur- 
ther study, amendments and discus- 
sion. 

The conference opened with a meet- 
ing of the subcommittee on etchics, 
friendship and international enmity 
sources, at which the aims of the con- 
ferences were outlined and the reports 
of the committee chairmen were dis- 
tributed for study. 

“There is in the world today no pow- 
er more ardently devoted to peace than 
the Catholic Church,” the Rt. Rey, 
Thomas J. Shahan, rector of Catholic 
university, declared in an address of 
welcome to the delegates, which fol- 
lowed the meeting of the subcommit- 
tee. “She is primarily a_ spiritual 
power, and as such is ever hostile to 
war, its causes and conditions. 

Col. P. H. Callahan, of Louisville, acte . 
ing chairman of the committee, _re- 
sponded on behalf of the delegates to 
the appreciation of the organization to 
Bishop Shahan. The committee had 
its birth at the Eucharistic congress 
in Chicago, where fifteen nations, rep- 
resented at.a luncheon, brought up the 
discussion on universal peace. 

The report of the ethics committee 
in the main had to do with the cause of 
war and the means by wich it could 
be abolished. War as a means of self- 
defense was the only fundamental jus- 
tification. 

The sessions today will be held in 
Rauscher’s, at which the subcommittee 
on the means of furthering interna- 
tional friendship will report. Follow- 
ing a general discussion and a business 
meeting, the course of action: by the 
committee will be voted.
